THE NEW SET UP IN 
THE TOWN HALL 


The floor of the town hall can 
now be seen, which is a statement 
that no one has beer able to make 
for quite a few years. Of course 
we all knew that there was a floor 
there, but it was hidden by the 
grinding of many feet upon what 
remained of the varnish, Now, hav- 
ing been scraped, filled, shellacked 
and varnished, it is almost a thing 
of beauty. Mr. Swenson did a very 
good job. 

The lay out of the town hall is 
different too, Where the town treas- 
urer used to work is now the office 
of the public health nurse. The 
room which used to be sed by the 
selectmen and assessors Will be used 
by Mr. Gould Buckle, for welfare 
and relief purposes. 

The wall between the town clerk's 
office and the next room, (in which 
the finance, planning and other 
committees used to meet) will be 
torn down, and a large office will 
be available for the town manager 
and other persons. 

The town hall part itself is now 
made into a large office, As you 
enter from the street door, you will 
pass in succession, the offices of the 
assessors, the assessor's clerk, the 
treasurer, and in the corner the town 
collector and town clerk (Mrs. 
Ware). The assistant collector, as~ 
sistant clerk (Mrs. Gilligan) will 
have her desk in the center of the 
back of the hall, Desks, filing cab- 
inets, etc. have so been set as to 
make each office separate, although 
they are all in the same room. 

The assessor's safes stay in the 
same place, in the very back of the 
town hall, and near what is now 
Mr. Buckles office. This ought to 
be fun for the assessors. Every time 
they will want something out of the 
safe they will have to walk the 
whole length of the bay, and 
back again. Why climb the White 
Mountains for exercise? Just be- 
come an assessor in Wilmington ! 

‘The northern portion of the town 
hall has not yet been set aside for 
any particular use. There are no 
desks there. Neither, must we add, 
has there been any change in the 
two little rooms off the side entry.

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Tne Assessor Problem 


The Assessor problem became hot this week. Your editor 
has been on the receiving end of several telephone calls, calls 
with questions that he did not answer, on the ground that he 
is only an editor, and not part of the town government. 

Let it be said, in the beginning, that in reporting these 
questions, and thoughts that your editor is not attacking the 
Town Manager. Several months past, this paper pledged itself 
to a policy of helpful cooperation with the Town Manager, in 
order to give the new government a fair chance, That policy 
still continues. We think that Mr, Cushing has done, on the 
whole, very well. We also feel that Mr, Cushing would rather 
discuss these questions, than hide from them. 

1.—It was reported that the persons now on the Board 
of Assessors did not care to continue after the appointment of 
Mr, Walters. Friends of these people say that it is not so. 
Neither of the two assessors who have been working every 
day in the Town Hall were offered a chance to continue. They 
were asked, the story goes, “to show the ropes” to Mr. Wal- 
ters, and to assist on a basis of a couple of hours a week, 
on a call status. This they felt, was worse than not working 
at all. To be asked to be available for a few hours each week is 
in some ways to be asked to sacrifice all your time (at least 
with certain types of jobs under consideration), in return for 
a few hours pay 

2.—The quajifications of Mr. Walters were questioned by 
some of these persons. Mr. Walters, they say, according to the 
information released to the townspeople in the Crusader, is a 
lawyer’and business man, who has no practical experience in 
assessing, at their expense. 

3.—The matter of pay. Until recently, Wilmington’s three 
assessors were paid collectively at the rate of $2100 a year. 
The new principal assessor is to be paid, so it is understood, 
$3200 a year, with an additional $800 for expenses. This is al- 
most twice as much as that paid under the old government? 
4—A few questions were asked concerning Mr. Walters, 
It was pointed out that he seemed to have had considerable 
experience as a prosecuting attorney. Why, was it asked, did 
a prosecuting attorney have to come to Wilmington as an 
assessor? Why should such a man take what looks like a 
step downward? Could it be that there is something up some- 
body’s sleeve?

Q - If I finish my GI Bill class- 
room course after the July 25 cut- 
off date and, have remaining entitle- 
ment, could [ continue with on- the- 
job training in the same field?

They left San Francisco on July 
23 on the USMT Brewster, and 
11 days later called for orders at 
Yokohama. They were sent right 
on, without anyone disembarking to 
Pusan, Korea, being escorted for the 
last two days by a destroyer of the 
U. S. Navy. 

After landing at Pusan, the 70th 
was sent to a staging area, just out- 
side the city, in what had been Jap- 
anese barracks. Here they waited for 
four days, while their equipment 
was landed from other vessels and 
loaded on flatears. Then the boys of 
the 70th, which is a heavy tank bat- 
talion using Pershing tanks were 
sent to ride on those same flatcars 
along with their tanks to Taegu. 

The day after the outfit arrived in 
Taegu, they saw their first active 
duty, being a patrol duty in what 
has ever since in GI slang been 
known as the Bowling Alley. 

The Petshing tanks were not ideal 
for this kind ‘of fighting, according 
to Donald. It took the boys a few 
days to get accustomed to fighting 
in the first place, and it took a few 
weeks to find out that there ways 
in which the Pershing was not al- 
ways tops. On one occasion two 


platoons of the 70th were marooned

and surrounded by North Koreans, 
for four or five days. All but one 
tank got back safely. 

On the day of the breakout, at 
Taegu, the 70th found itself in the 
spearhead 8 miles north of the city. 
There was quite a bit of trouble in- 
volved in breaking thru the North 
Korean lines. The Communist forces 
were well equipped with anti-tank 
guns, and self propelled heavy artil- 
lery, besides which the roads were 
well blocked off at many points by 
mines, The breakout, took about 
five days, says Donald, five days of 
continuous fighting. 

After five days, B company in 
which Donald was fighting, was able 
to pursue the retreating Reds, and 
Another 
company of the same battalion made 


|contact with those troops who had 


landed at Seoul in a few days, and 
the Southern part of Korea was 
again free. ° 
After the liberation of Seoul, the 
70th kept on going until it got to 
Kaesong (the place where the truce: 
talks are now on) Here the 
70th was Prevsst and not by orders 
from above, but by resolute resist- 
ance on the part of the enemy. 
ter 3 days at Kaesong another 
push was started, and the 70th was 
forced to fight its way thru a heavy 
concentration of enemy tanks, after 
which it started for Pyongyong. 
After arriving at Pyopgyong there 
was a stop over for about 10 days in 
order to bring up the maintenance 
echelon to overhaul the tanks. 
The heavy tanks were now mostly 
Shermans instead of the Pershings. 
Most of the boys liked the Sher- 
mans better, they found that they 
could take the terrain better than 
the Pershings could, and would not 
break down so often. The fact that 
the Shermans had only a 76 mm gun 
did not bother the boys. They 
thought it was better to fight with 
a 76 than to stand still with a 90. As 
far as the fighting qualities of the

The outfit arrived at Ausan to- 
wards the end of November, They 
were still in their summer uniforms. 
and they began to feel mighty cold, 
in the zero temperatures, 

The Chinese were waiting for the 
UN forces near Ausan, and they 
very quickly had the city surround- 
ed, after they entered the fighting. 
The Ist Cavalry Div. to which the 
70th battalion was attached, was 
completely surrounded, 

The Ist Cavalry had been in Au- 
san, when the Chinese hit, for only 
24 hours. The Chinese were well- 
equipped, with bazookas, and the 
Sherman tanks were unable to cope 
with them, especially in the night. 
The tanks had to be abandoned, and 
the outfit had to walk out of Ausan. 

The walk, which was for about 10 
miles, was stopped when reinforce- 
ments came up in a small town with 
a big long name which Donald had 
forgotten. Here the Ist Cavalry 
including the 70th was regrouped, 
and re-equipped. New Sherman 
tanks were there, ready for fighting 
and most of the boys were now 
fairly well equipped with winter 
uniforms. 

From’ this point to Naktong, 
(south of Seoul) the boys fought 
over a 200-mile rouge, with delaying 
actions all the day. 

After a very short rest in Na- 
ktong, the Ist Cavalry was sent 
north, to relieve a ROK division 
which had heen holding the enemy, 
east of Seoul up in the mountains, 
near Suwon, 

This was the position of the Ist 
Cavalry when the January push 
started, across the 38th parallel and 
up to the reservoir, and the Imjim 
River, This was when Donald got 
his corporals chevrons, A raise in 
pay was very gratifying to Donald, 
even though he had not place to 
spend the money. 

fhe fighting from -January to 
April, which consisted of a series of 
pushes and counterpushes was quite 
bloody, with the enemy taking most 
of the losses, 

In April the Ist Cavalry was sent 
to the north of Seoul, to join in the 
push for Ujonbu, where the Chinese 
were setting up a staging area. The 
task of the Ist Cavalry, at this time 
was to send out patrols to find out 
what the Chinese were up to, and 
later the push was made, but Donald 
left just after the town of Ujonby 
was taken. 

Five men from B Co. were being 
sent home, and Donald was one o! 
them, They were sent by stages 
down to Inchon, where they embark- 
ed on the Transport Thomas’ Jeffer- 
son of the U. S. Navy. 

The Jefferson went to Sasebo, 
Japan, where Donald disembarked 
and processed, as the saying is. He 
was issued new clothing, and his 


y accounts were straightened out. 
he..boys were quartered in \the 
old quarters of the Imperial Japan- 
ese Naval Academy on Sasebo Is- 
land, but Donald did not see too 
much of it. He was too busy, and 
there wasn't much chance in the six 
days that he was there. 

From Sasebo, Donald went home 

on the Transport “Private Joe E. 
Martinez” calling at Adak Island for 
water, and then proceeding to Seat- 
tle. There were 1400 men on the 
ship, and the trip took 14 days. Two 
meals a day were served, but there 
was plenty of food, and nobody 
squawked. 
Less than 8 hours was spent at 
Fort Lawton in Seattle. The first 
thing the boys got after arriving at 
Fort Lawton was a big steak din- 
ner, Within a matter of a very few 
minutes everyone knew where he 
was going, and when, and it didn’t 
make the boys at all angry to leann 
things so quickly. 

It took Donald 4% days to come 
home, and he is now on a 30-day 
furlough, He reports to Fort Devens 
on the 23rd of July for reassign- 
ment. 

Good luck Donald. We will be 


sending you the Crusade: keep 
you in touch with the old home 


town. 

P. S. Donald didn’t tell your te- 
porter, but he was wounded while 
fighting at Taegu. Mortar fire, and 
a burp-gun combined to give him 
a bad wound. He Was in the hospital 
for a week and then got out to fight 
again, Up in the North Korea area 
Donald got frostbitten feet, and fol- 
lowed this with pneumonia. He 
wears the UN Ribbon, the Korean 
Campaign Ribbon, Unit Citation and 
the Purple Heart.
